7, 12 and 14 of the Foreign Insurance Companies Act, 1932 of Canada (22-28 Guo. 
V Ch. 47), insurance companies incorporated in the States are required as a condi- 
tion of carrying on insurance business in Canada to comply with certain special re- 
quirements not imposed on insurers of that country carrying on insurance business 
in the States under the Insurance Act, 1938 (IV of 1938) (hereinafter in this notifi- 
cation referred to as “ the Act ”) 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 62 of the Act, 
and in supersession of the Notification of the Government of India in the late 
Department of Commerce No. 112-I(l)/39, dated the 9th December, 1939 the Central

6. Returns to be submitted by growers and agency houses . — Every growor anct 
every agency house shall submit to the Chairman, by the tenth day of each month, 
a return relating to the previous month in Form II. 

6. Submission of consolidated returns. — Every grower and evory agency house 
shall submit to tho Chairman by the 31st January of each year a consolidated return 
for the previous year in Form III in respect of all toa estate under the control of 
every grower.
